-After a night 
■pent by 1500 laborers in •hovelling 
■now piled up by the two-day storm 
which has held up all -Colorado In Its 
grasp.* the streets of Denver to-day 
were r>i>ened to. some trafTtc. Police¬ 
men. however, stood at all corners of 
the few streets which had been made 
passable and refused thoroughfare to 
.all vehicles except coal wagons, street 
cars, milk wagons and provision wa¬ 
gons. 

The demand for coal has become ex¬ 


ceedingly great and because delivery 


cannot be made in many cases. It was 
feared many .hotels and office build¬ 
ings would have to shut down because 
of the cold. An equally serious situ¬ 
ation has confronted the city In the 
matter of provision deliveries. Vir¬ 
tually all streets in the residence sec¬ 
tion of the town are Impassable tnd 
the food supply In homes is tiecoming 
exhausted. 

Raflroad traffic was slightly • Im¬ 
proved to-day. trains beginning to ar¬ 
rive from both east and west at an 
early hour this morning. Railway 
officials declare, however. It will be 
another day at least l*efore train ser¬ 
vice has assumed anything like nor- 


thoroughly. 

Apprehension has reached the rebel 
camp that General Huerta would wel¬ 
come the massing of a large body of 
rebels Into the southern territory and 
would even encourage their passage 
Into the interior with a view of at¬ 
tempting to mow' them dow'n with ma¬ 
chine guns and superior numbers. 

Bunds of the rebels are undisciplined 
and accustomed only to guerilla tac- 
tics in fighting. 


Presidio. Tex.. Dec. C.—The three 
thousand federal troops and civilians, 
including women and children who 
fled from Chihuahua. In the evacuation 
of that city, are nearing the United 
States border, according to H. B Free¬ 
man. an American 'raining -engineer 
who crossed over from Ojfnaga on the 
Mexican side fo-day.

After considerable delays the civic 
salaries by-law was taken up by the 
city council last evening, and pqpeed 
the third reading. 

The Introducer, Alderman McNeill, 
advocated a systematic plan In place 
of the present uncertainty, and an 
wbutttlbn of the carpet bag policy tn 
dealing .with gfllclalp. Hc aasurod the 
mayor, however, that the special cir¬ 
cumstance* which might arise Would 
be governed by the council by resolu¬ 
tion, as affecting individual cases. 

The mayor indicated that whatever 
action the council of 1913 took, future 
councils would reserve their liberty in 
dealing With future Increases, as tha 
circumstances should warrant from 
time to time. On that ground he 
should not oppose It. 

Permanency in Office. 

Alderman McNeill then moved the 
second reading. He advocated per¬ 
manency tn civic employment. . He 
understood, he said, that the engage- 
ment of the staff In the engineering 
and —legal— depa r tme nt s l ay w ith —the 
heads of those departments, and while 
the appointments might be left with 
the chiefs, an appeal on salaries should 
lie with the counclL The alderman 
favored the nomination of the mayor's 
secretary by the Incumbent of the 
mayor's chair, as rfne who should be 
in sympathy with the mayor.

In answer to the mayor he said that* 
the comparisons were made with other J 
municipal governments, and not with 
those of private corporations in thei 
city. 

The council then passed the second 
reading, and went Into committee on! 
the subject. The aldermen adopted the 
separation of the employees Into vari¬ 
ous grades without a division, and also 
the clause . dealing with mental and 
physical efficiency. 

On the mayor’s suggestion the-wondj

to the clause, fo cover easel of techni¬ 
cal knowledge. * 

Limitation In Advances. 

A similar settlement was reached In

the heads of department of the annual! 
advances to subordinates. 

The salaries for the police and Hb-j 
rury departments will be under the 
control of the respective commission¬ 
ers, us they are at present, 

The mayor regretted that no provis¬ 
ion was made for the salaries of the 
teachers under the school board. 

Alderman kfcNelU said they had no! 
power Tri TKir Matter, and lbe clause 
stood as drafted. 

The council then proposed to leave 
over the schedule for conference with 
the officials, but the mayor saw no 
reason why the council should not com¬ 
plete the matter. 

The maximum sala’rtes for the city 
treasurer and city assessor were raised: 
to |S.tOk from 13.000 in the schedule. | 
The salary of the t tty- a le ctrtt laa was] 
also raised to 13,000 as a maximum, the 
mayor saying an expert should be paid 
as well as a clerical financial official. 

The by-law was then reported, and 
subsequently referred back to the 
comptroller to incorporate the amend¬ 
ments in the schedule recommended by 
the counclL 

Alderman McNeill indicated the In¬ 
tention was to repeal the by-laws oon- 
tr oning ~ tTO wmcuo r g ~ 8 inr e ngineering 
department, so that salaries would be 
under the control of the council, and 
not of the heads of the department. 

The by-law classifies the members of 
^he civic staff as follows: 1, officials; 
2. assistants (where necessary); 1, tech¬ 
nical employees; 4. accountants, cash¬ 
ier and paymaster; 6. clerks, chief 
clerk, first and second class; 8. un¬ 
classified employees, such as mechan¬ 
ics, drivers and laborers; 7, steno¬ 
graphers, JTiniors and messengers.

Aldermen Adopt Amendment to 
Measure Regulating Build-

Considerable discussion took place in 
amending, the building by-law in the 
city council last evening, as to the 
proposed amendment to allow the prin¬ 
ciple of mill construction In the A 
limits (which Is the central portion of 
the city), but at present Is only ap¬ 
plicable to class li limits. The by¬ 
law passed finally. 

The mayor queried from Alderman 
fUtTfinn who Is chaifman of tha 
mil tee. as to what class of construc¬ 
tion exactly would be used In the 
buildings to be erected Of misconstruc¬ 
tion, and whether It was proposed to 
limit the height? 

The by-law suggested Wi feet, but 
Fire Chief Davta believed five storeys 

would be sufficient, 

The mill construction would not be 
allowed in hotels and apartment houses, 
the building lns|»cctor explained, his 
remarks being endorsed by Alderman 
Gleason. __ • -* 

Eventually (he council decided to 
bear the clauses on mill construction 
from th^* present by-law._ 

The mayor belleyed that the council 
should limit the construction of mill 
construction buildings to three storeys, 
in the heart of the city, for any pur¬ 
pose: THf ~WiFefiduse purposes flW 
storeys would no* In* excessive. 

The chairman explained that In To- 
rortto the limit was 35 feet, Vancouver 
75 feel, and San Francisco 45 feet for 
this class of construction.

•no<y>C humanity, vlx: Meal, butter, 
poudlry products, ate., which go to 
make up the major portion of the ex- I 
pense In the .household up-keep and 
which the housekeeper can least afford 
to do without. These are the articles 
upon which the almost prohibitive 
prices are placed, with every possible 
avenue of escape closed, and every pos¬ 
sible obstacle placed in the way. of ob¬ 
taining these absolutely necessary ar¬ 
ticles of life, the soulless Shy lock can 
stand quietly by and rake In the 
sheckles at the rate of 150 to 800 per 
rent profit, whila the starving consum¬ 
ers have either to pajror starve. 

Mayor Morley suggests as a remedy, 

I or a limitation, at least, of the evil, to 
establish a cold storage and open up 
arrangements With Australian and New

city. 

Columns and columns have been 
written for the newspapers, commit¬ 
tees, commissions, and deputations, 
have been appointed to investigate and 
to. ir possible, arrive at a solution of 
the high and still rising prices of these 
staple commodities, but have all. In 
turn. Ignomlnlously failed In arriving 
at anything showing even the slightest 
tendency to relieve the undesirable sit¬ 
uation. Whether this failure was for 
want of comprehensiveness or lack of 
backbone and manliness, I am not now 
prepared to say, but It might be a little 
of both. Deputations and requisitions 
have also reached the different political 
powers, but all fo no avail. Much ex-

In substantiation ofTtry belief In the 
efficacy of this scheme as an ul t i m a t a 
and absolute solution to this absorbing 
question. I relate an Instance which 
took place many years ago In Vancou¬ 
ver. When t he Austra lian liners first 
began to run In there they brought 
carcasses 0 f mutton In cold storage 
(but nqt_ Id very great volume). Your 
bumble servant was among the many 
who took advantage of the opportunity 
to obtain a supply when the boats ar¬ 
rived. the prices charged for this choice 
mutton being from 4 to 4 cents per 
pound, by the carcass, while In quality 
and condition it could not be excelled. 
This, however, was too good lo last, 
for the Shy locks got on to It and the 
people’s cheap meat was numbered 
among the things of ihe past. On seek¬ 
ing Information, however, as to the 
capse of the unceremonious stoppage 
of the privilege, we were Informed by 
the steamship authorities that, as It 
was interfering with the hlg.meat.com¬ 
bines they, the steamship company, 
wvre prohibited * from selling to the 
general public. 

This is where the Shy lock and graft 
got In tbelr fine work, while it Is also 
where the mayor and council should 
step In and d«j their duty to the peo¬ 
ple who placed them where they are. 

This might also very well apply to 
some of the "globe trotters," both 
across the Ray and at Ottawa, us It is 
up lo them particularly, after squand- 
< ring ao much of the people's money in 
elaborate aud ex tens tv*- ..(rife* a r ou n d 
the world, and exhausting so much of 
the resources of the people's heritage, 
to step in at this critical moment and 
do something for the people, or else 
step down and oiit. Politics is not 
what the people want or need. It Is 
sound principles and equitable legisla¬ 
tion along the lines of the "greatest 
good for the greatest number of peo¬ 
ple," However, It seems but mocker)’ 
to even mention the names of the fos¬ 
sils over the Bay. ns they have become 
so puffi-d up in their own verbosity and 
importance that their day of useful- 
ne.*fs, If they ever had one, has en -1 
tlrely. vanished from the scene, while' 
their da y of Just retribution is very 
near at hand "Coming events cast 
their, shadows." 

There are many other matters of 
importance to which I would like to re¬ 
fer, but not wishing to trespass too 
far on your valuable spuce, I will defer! 
till some future time.
